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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  MEETING 

March  8,  1966 

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Brentwood  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March, 
1966,  at  ten  o'clock  of  the  forenoon,  the  following  busi- 
ness was  transacted: 

The  Warrant  was  read  by  the  Moderator,  Russell 
A.  Mason. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Lloyd  Tibbetts  and  seconded 
by  Norman  Smith  that  the  polls  remain  open  until  7:00 
P.M.    Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Lloyd  Tibbetts  and  seconded 
by  Norman  Smith  that  the  business  meeting  be  post- 
poned until  8:00  P.M.    Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

The  whole  number  of  votes  cast  was  312  and  when 
counted  at  the  close  of  the  polls  showed  the  following 
results : 

ARTICE  1  —  The  following  officers  were  elected : 
Selectman  for  three  years — LeRoy  M.  Lake;  Selectman 
for  two  years — Lloyd  S.  Tibbetts;  Town  Clerk — Eliza- 
beth G.  Waitt ;  Treasurer— Betty  M.  Stevens ;  Tax  Col- 
lector— Ruth  J.  Mason;  Highway  Agent — Hubert  G. 
Wendell;  Firewards — Norman  Byrne  and  James  Fralic; 
Chief  of  Police — Joseph  H.  Southwick;  Auditor — Doris 
J.  Pailes;  Trustee  of  Public  Library  for  three  years  — 
Blanche  W.  Libby;  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three 
years — Norman  B.  Smith.  All  who  were  elected  were 
present  and  duly  sworn  into  office. 

ARTICLE  2  —  Voted  a  budget  of  approximately 
$165,554.21  less  State  and  Federal  Aid. 

ARTICLE  3  —  This  was  passed  and  appropriated 
under  Highways  and  Bridges  in  Article  2. 

ARTICLE  4  —  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  author- 
ized to  borrow  $45,000  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  5  —  Voted  that  the  town  rebuild  3/10ths 
of  a  mile  of  South  Road  from  Haley's  to  Gove's  with  an 
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amendment  that  the  sum  of  $4,000  be  appropriated  to 
do  the  work. 

A  ten-minute  recess  was  called. 

ARTICLE  6  —  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  shall  com- 
pletely revaluate  all  property  in  the  town  and  shall 
each  receive  the  sum  of  $200,  and  shall  also  use  forms 
used  by  the  State  Tax  Commission  with  the  publica- 
tion of  results  and  a  public  hearing. 

ARTICLE  7 —  Negative  that  the  town  adopt  the 
Municipal  Budget  Act.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Brentwood  : 

With  the  exception  of  the  routine  daily  problems, 
Swasey  School  is  enjoying  a  very  fine  year. 

Staff  changes  were  held  to  a  minimum.  Mrs.  Susan 
Sharp  replaced  Mrs.  Taft  in  Grade  2.  Mrs.  Sharp  holds 
a  Teacher's  Certificate  from  Avery  Hill  College  of  Lon- 
don University  and  has  had  teaching  experience  both 
in  England  and  in  this  country.  Miss  Lorraine  Quinn 
replaced  Mrs.  Brown  in  Grade  3.  Miss  Quinn  is  a  recent 
graduate  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  Miss 
Carol  Walker  was  elected  to  teach  English  and  Music. 
Miss  Walker  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  where  she  majored  in  English  and  Speech. 
Miss  Walker  has  also  had  experience  in  the  production 
of  children's  plays. 

Looking  to  the  future,  I  am  sure  everyone  realizes 
that  beginning  next  September,  all  of  Brentwood's 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  will  be  attending  the 
new  Exeter  Junior  High  School.  With  this  change 
comes  the  problem  of  transportation.  According  to 
state  law,  all  children  under  age  fourteen  who  live  more 
than  two  miles  from  the  school  must  be  transported. 
Therefore,  beginning  next  September,  Brentwood  must 
provide  bus  transportation  to  Exeter  for  these  Junior 
High  School  pupils  as  well  as  continuing  its  present 
service  to  Swasey  for  grades  one  to  six. 

Since  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  will  no  longer 
be  attending  school  in  Brentwood  the  temporary  parti- 
tion, which  was  installed  in  1964  in  the  all-purpose 
room,  will  be  removed.  The  entire  space  will  once  again 
be  made  available  for  cafeteria  use,  meetings,  and  school 
activities. 

The  new  hot-topped  playing  court  and  enlarged  ball 
field  are  proving  to  be  excellent  additions  to  the  overall 
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school  facility.     The  individuals  responsible  for  these 
projects  certainly  deserve  praise. 

Before  closing  I  would  like  to  commend  the  members 
of  the  school  board,  especially  former  board  chairman, 
Mr.  C.  Russell  Waterman.  Credit  is  also  due  Principal 
Donald  Virgin  for  his  untiring  and  devoted  efforts  in 
making  Swasey  School  an  outstanding  elementary 
school  in  the  area.  And  finally,  a  special  thanks  to  the 
citizens  of  Brentwood  for  continually  supporting  good 
education.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  School  Board  Mem- 
bers, Citizens  of  Brentwood: 

Health  promotion  is  a  recognized  component  of  pres- 
ent day  junctional  school  education,  which  is  designed 
to  prepare  each  youngster  to  deal  with  life's  academic, 
cultural,  and  practical  needs.  No  phase  of  the  schools 
activities  has  more  to  contribute  to  the  student  than 
does  the  health  program. 

Closely  interwoven  with  all  phases  of  school  life,  the 
health  program  aims  at  developing  each  student  in  terms 
of  his  present  and  future  needs.  As  an  achievement  in 
living,  health  is  integrated  with  all  aspects  of  school 
life  which  contribute  to  the  effectiveness  and  enjoyment 
of  life  for  each  youngster. 

Primary  responsibility  for  the  health  of  the  child 
rests  with  the  parents,  but  school  is  in  a  strategic  posi- 
tion to  contribute  effectively  to  the  health  of  every 
school-age  child.  The  school  does  not  assume  the  role 
of  the  parent.  Rather  the  School  Health  program  is 
planned  to  fortify  and  supplement  the  efforts  of  the 
parents.  The  health  education  program  in  a  modern 
school  should  no  longer  be  a  hit  and  miss  one,  but  a  con- 
tinuous process.  It  should  embrace  all  the  activities  and 
everyday  living  experiences  that  are  a  part  of  a  child's 
life. 

School  Health  Services  comprise  those  procedures 
destined  to  determine  the  health  status  of  the  child;  to 
enlist  the  child's  interest  in  protecting  and  safeguard- 
ing his  health ;  to  help  parents  to  understand  their  chil- 
dren's health  needs ;  and  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
provide  suitable  treatment  for  disease  and  the  correct- 
ing of  physical  defects. 

Throughout  the  nation  the  attention  of  the  school 
health  program  has  been  gradually  shifting  from  purely 
physical  disabilities  toward  a  broader  view. 
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Physical  defects  commend  interest  and  effort  be- 
cause they  are  usually  easy  to  find  and  treat. 

Problems  of  personality  growth  and  learning  are 
more  complex.  We  are  often  unaware  that  a  student 
has  such  difficulties. 

Recognizing  the  cause  may  be  clouded  because  of 
contributing  factors,  such  as :  Anemia,  Congenital  Brain 
Damage,  pimples,  problems  of  family  care  such  as 
tight  shoes,  no  shoes,  watching  T.V.  until  midnight,  no 
breakfast,  psychological  problems,  such  as  a  parent  ex- 
pecting sixteen  year  old  behavior  from  an  eight  year 
old,  divorce,  or  poverty.  Diagnosis  and  treatment  are 
not  simple,  nor  dramatic,  as  physical  disabilities. 

We  spend  most  of  the  time  on  simple  physical  prob- 
lems. But  as  we  try  to  help  more  children  get  more  from 
school  we  must  see  the  child  in  relation  to  his  environ- 
ment. The  nurse's  home  visits  and  talks  with  parents, 
teachers,  and  students  represents  a  small  step  in  a  dif- 
ficult path. 

This  is  a  busy  schedule,  yes,  but  an  interesting  one. 
One  that  could  not  function  without  the  help  of  all,  the 
community,  parents,  teachers,  groups,  and  individuals 
who  have  helped  in  so  many  ways.  Our  thanks  to  all  of 
you.
